An "Apprentice, -a -Novice, will be 
thoughr a Maſter ; and a (imple Gentleman , who 
never ſaw a Batcel , but in piture , will not want 
of confidence and preſumption to. believe of him 
felf, becauſe he is born a Gentleman, that he is 
able, at the firſt Efſay, to manage and condu&t the 


Forces of an Empire. Andin efte&, private Gen- 
. tlemen are ſo frequently raiſed te Places of the 


ateſt Office and Command, ( which is the faireſt 
ower of this Kings Prerogative, and is legally veſt- 
ed'in him as che Pountain of Honour ) that ever 
man thinks himſelf of merit and capacity enough 
for the greateſt Employments. Beſides , they hold 
themſelves all equal in blood, and have the ſame 
Voices in their Diets and Aſſemblies, the ſame 
Priviledges, Rights, and Franchiſes ; their Riches 
only diſtinguiſh chem one from the other. 
Theſe Gentlemen, for the defence of the King- 
dom , 


no Soverain- but their Liberty. 
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dom , are bound to ſerve at their own charge , 
which they do generally on Horſeback , gallancly 
furniſhed and artired in Cafſocks , and garniſhed 
with gold and ſilver , and variety of other Colours; 
they alſo adorn themſelves with Eagles Plumes, the 
Skins of Leopards and Bears, with many Banners , 
and parti-coloured Enſignes, which diſtinguiſh 
them trom the ordinary ſort, and ftrike terrour 
( but ſometimes coverous deſires) into their Ene- 
mies ; and moſt anend they carry , like the Philo- 
ſapher , all they have about them, Ir is reckoned 
that Poland after this manner can raiſe a 100, L1- 
thuania 70, thouſand Horſe , but not ſo good 88 
the Poles ; whole beſt are very ſmall , yet nimble, 
and far more couragious than the Dutch. In this 
Cavalry , conſiſting of Gentlemen , and their Ser. 
vants, with their Auxiliaries, as the Circaſſion, the 
Coſſacks , they are ſo confident, that they ſlight all 
Fortifications , unleſs Frontiers: And for the 
Country being all-Champian is moſt and only fit for 
that ſervice ; the Foot they have are borrowed of 
the Hungarians and Germans ; and for Camp Drud- 
gery , as Pioneers, &c, they uſe Tartar: their 
Slaves. Of Prieſts there is great ſtore in this Couns 
ry , and they held in good eſteem and veneration. 
Of Merchants there are very few , ſcarce worth 
mentioning : But of all men, the Boors and Pe- 
ants are the moſt miſerable , for they poſſeſs nor 
njoy a Farthing ; and are meer Vaſſalls to their 
Lords, which treat and uſe them with all the rigour 
and tyranny inthe world, A Gentlemen in a ſlight 
atter , among his Domeſtiques and Clowns , hath

acconnt. Gothardus Ketler, a Noble Dane, the 
lait of the Dutch great Maſters in Livonia , having 


ſurrenczed the Province to Sig:ſmond Auguſtus in | 


1552, conditioned tor his Inveſtiture in this Dut- 
chy , tohim ard his Heirs , but to be holden of 
that 


Poland eſpecially ſo called 
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that Crown : Since which time , the Nobility ha- 
ving accepted him as their Hzreditary Prince , the 
ſucceeding Princes have continued Feudatories un- 
to Poland, but are not reckoned as Parts or Mem- 
bers of the Body thereof , for they come not tothe 
Diets , nor have any Voice in the Ele&ion of the 
King , nor are lyable to any Taxes ; but are ac- 
counted , as indeed they are , Strangers , and not 
natural Lords or Peers of that Kingdom. 

The preſent Prince of the ſame Family of the 
Ketlers , is neerallyed to the Marqueſs of Branden- 
burg , whoſe Siſter is his Mother ; ſo that for want 
of Iflue , all thoſe great Eftates of the EleQor , in 
the Ducall Pruſſia, Germany, and Cleve, &C. 
will come to this Duke, as his next Heir. During, - 
the late Dan:ſþ War in 165 $. the Swede expetting 
ſome Invaſions of this Duke , as being ſo intereſted 
in both his Enemies Cauſe and Quarrel, ordered * 
General Dowglas to ſecure him ; who ſurprized 
him in his Retidence at Af;ttaw, by ſome Boats 
full of Souldiers , pretending for the Pole ; and car- 
ried him and his Dutchefs away Prifoners ; in which 
condition they contiued till the Peace was made and 
concluded between all Parties ; ſothat he hath no 
great affe&tion $0 that Nation. He is a Prince of 
little Power , as his Subje&s of Trade , although 
his Country border upon the Sea, but it affords no 
convenient Harbour for Traffique any where in his 
Coaſt : Yet ſo much muſt be ſaid for his Honour , 
that he ſupplyed our late Soveraign Charles the 1/f. 
with two Ships loading of Armes, upon his own ac- 
count, during thoſe unnatural Wars in England .

I ſhonld next ſpeak of the European Tartar: , 
and the Ciycaſſians, as confining to the Eaſtern 
parts of Poland ; but I will reſerve the diſcourſe of 
chem to the ſucceeding Chapter of the K»ſſians , 
with whom they will beſt inte and agree. 
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FP His ſpacious Empire.is bounded on the Eaſt by 
T artary ; onthe Weſt with Livonia and Fin« 
land , from which divided by great Mountains, and 
the River Poln; on the North by the frozen Ocean, 
and ſome part of Lapland ; and on the South by L;- 
twania ; and the Tartars and Circaſſions inhabiting 
the Lake Mezotrs, and the Exxine Sea. It 1s partly 
ſeated in eA ſia and Europe , diſtinguiihed by the 
River T anazs, the common Boundary of thoſe Parts 
of the World, 

It ſtrercherh in length 3660 Engliſh Miles, from 
Cola in the North, to Aſtrachan inthe C afar Sea; 


and in breadth 3300. which is 4400. Verſts ( to 


acjuſt which ro Erghiſh Miles, we dedu&t one 
fourth part ) From the Narve in Livonia Welt, to 
the Province of Severia Eaſt , a valt Extent : bur 
nothing ſo populous as ſpacious ; eſpecally ſince it 
was drained of ſo many Men by the continual wm 
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of Yaflowich the Great Tyrant , and his Prede- 
ceſlor the Great Duke fob» , who took the great 
Ducchyes of Severia and Smolencko , Niedlef; » 
Pleſcovia, Novogorod , Jaroſiaw ; moſt part, or 
indeed all L;voria , wich the Kingdoms of Caſar 
and Aſtrachan , from the T artars: as the other 
from the Polanders ; but for want of ſupplyes co 
reinforce their Armies , loſt them all again , ex- 
cept ſome few Places, and the two Afias King+ 
doms, whick-yet they maintain, 

The Tantars have formerly as much , nay more 
plagued this Country , than-the Chriſtian Enemies 


E chereof; for by their trequent Conqueſtzand Invaſi- 


ons,they made the Great Duke theirTributary,wich 
this kind of ſervice to be performed by him, tothe 
Emperour of the Pr ecopenſes, orthe Great Chrins 
Tartar ; that is toſay , every year, the Rnſſiany 
on foot , fed the Chrim's Horſe , he ſitting there- 


on » with Oats , our of his Fur Cap , in his Caſtle x 144 


of Muſco ; for commonly every year the Tartar 
( bordering nearer to him than ſeven dayes jour- 
ney, at which diſtance he now ſtands) progreſſed 
thither as in State : whereas of late times he comes 
every other year likely , like a ſudden Tempeſt ; 
and having waſted and ruined the Country, and 
made up the number of his Captives , departs as 
baQtily ; unleſs the Sultas in perſon make it an Ex- 
pedition Royal, or when the buſineſs comes to bats 
rel ; where , if the Ruſſian prevails , the War and 
Ravage is carried as far into the Tartars Country : 
But to prevent this danger, the Ryſſtar doth all 
canto be at Peace with him , both by Bribes and 
Preſents.

And it will not be unworthy the relation ( as I 
my ſelf in 1654, have been particularly informed 


in that Country ; from the Deputy Governour of 


the Caſtle of Archangel ) how the T artar came to 
loſe that Claim , his-Hold and Soveraignty in this 
Kingdom ; which the Ryſſians alcribe to a certain 
Boyar (in the Reign of Baſil, ſome a 100. 
years ſince ) or Nobleman, intruſted with a ſtrong 
Caſtle of the Great Dukes , - which the Tartar , 
upon the laſt redution and ſubjugation; of Reſſia 
( having compelled the Great Duke rokgn' an In- 
ſtrument of Vaſſalage and Fealty to hind his ſupreme 
Lord) in his return-beſieged, no other Place then 


- Nanding out againſt him. This Fortreſs he chere- 


fore ſtrenuoufly attempred , withall intimating to 
the Governour, when he ſaw Force would not 
.preſencly do , that his Maſter had himſelf yielded 
and ſubmitted , and that it was to no purpoſe ſor 


himctoreſift , unkſs he hada mind to draw upon 


himſelf the Puniſhment of Treaſon : and to this 
purpoſe he had ſacha Writing , &c. to produce. 
To this the prndent noble Governour made pre- 
ſent anſwer , that if ſuch a thing were real , and he 
mighr ſee it, for his Jultification to his Prince, up- 


- on the ſurrender, it ſhould bind. and conclude 


him ; which the unpraQiiſed Tartar had no ſooner 
ſent into the Caſtle , but the Governour cauſed it 
preſently to be torn into pieces, before the Meſ- 
ſengers face , whom he returned with a more reſo- 
lute defiance than ar firſt : And in fine, ſo lons de- 
layed him, and fo waſted his Aamy , that the Great 
Duke reſuming his Spirit , was making to his re- 
lief ; when the Tartar, in no condition to oppoſe 
a 
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a freſh Force , quitced. his Camp , and made haſt 
homeward. Since which time , that Yoak could 
never more be put on the Msſcovite,

As to the Temperature of the Air , it is governs 
ed ſolely by the Seaſons of the Year, and vaſt is the 
difference betwixt Summer and Winter , when the 
Ground lies covered with Snow for ſeven Months; 
and the Cold is ſo rigid Northward , that Water 
caſt intothe Air , or dropped down will congeal in 
the way : And going out of a warm Room into a 
Cold, Men have ſen(ibly perceived their Breath 
to wax ſtiff , and have been near ſtifled in drawi 
itin, Oftentimes Travellers are brought dead 
{tiffe in their Sledges to Towns , without any per- 
ceivance of it while touched ; ſo ſudden and pier- 
cing is the ontrage of that Climate. In the Summer 
time ,. which laſts four Months, it is abſolutely the 
moſt pleaſanteſt Country in the World , the Mead- 
dows ſo rarely green , ſuch variety of Flowers, and 
melody of Birds, eſpecially of N:;ghtingales; which 
Verdure proceeds from the warmth the Snow keeps 
in the ground, & when diflolved richly drencheth -

The Summer 15extraordinary hot, :as the Winter is 
cold , but notſo extremely. .. The Soyl. is covered 
Northward with Woods , Branches ofthe Heyviai- 
an Forreſt , and Lakes , which are diſperſed -all 0- 
ver che Country, Here grow the goodlieſt big- 

eſt Trees in the World, and ſpontaneous Honey, 

eft by the Bees-in the Trunks of them , 'of - which 
there 15a vaſtquantity , and of Wax there cannot 
be leſs. - The greater part is Meadow andPaſture , 
in which graze an'innumerable quantity of Cartrel ; 
the. Beef the: bett incomparably in the..World , 
would it Jong endure Salt : other Fleſh nothing 
near fo good , except their Fruic of all ſorts, and 
incredibly plentiful... There are alſo wild Beaſts in 
abundance ; famous for their Farrs , as the Sabel , 
Aartiny, Ermin, the rareſt inthe World. Their 
great Commoditieythey vent are Hides , 'and Tal- 
low , Cavear,, Hemp ;/and Tarr z Firre or ' Deal 
Planks they have the longeſt inthe World, They 
have alſoſome quantities ot Yarn, and courſe Lin- 
nen , with other ſmaller Merchandiſe, They have 
ih many places plenty alſo of Corn. 

The Inhabicants are.perfe& Slaves, both to the 
 Caxir, or Grea! Duke ; whom they never men- 
tion, a5 the Fewes reverence the Name of Jehovah, 
þut under the Circumiſocution of His Cleary Eyes, 
which they believe ſees all things : as to their partt- 
cular Lords; theſe likewiſe have no Hereditary Ti- 
tles to their Honours, bur are continued art the 
Emperours pleaſure : but Cegraded , are in the 
_— 4 of Gentlemen , if ſuch diſtin&ion can be al- 
lowed, as Souldiersz” and in: the Emperours Pay. 


"The Boyars are very proud and ſurly , yer valiant 
in 
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in War ; bnt ſtrangely given to Sodomy , as are 
moſt of the Ruſſia»s : The generality of whom, are 
a moſt malicious and perfidious People to one ano- 
ther, ſo that they would ſteal Goods, and ger 
them conveyed into their Enemies Houſes ; whuch 
Villany grew ſo trequent, that of late it hath been 
made highly Capital to, commit its They are like- 
wiſe very theeviſh , and moſt cunning Knaves in 
their bargains , and impudent witua!l, to out-face 
any thing. They are ipunged and fleeced by their 
Superiours, and therefore'right or wrong they will 
make themſelves whole. They are generally gi- 
ven to drink , from-which the Prieſts do not ab- 
ſtain; and cover: Tobacco, ſeverely forbidden 
them , with which they will make themſelves moſt 
abhominably drunk. In all the-Oppreſhon they 
ſuffer , they think wather berter than worſe of their 
Prince , and begin to reckon their Sins , and feri- 
ouſly lament for havins offended him. None of 
them ever ſtirrs out of the Country, unleſs with 
Ambaſladours : nor Stranger neither , if once in , 
ifhe articled not for his liberty of return , except= 
ins Merchants ; who having formerly traded by 
the Baltique Sea tothe Narve, now ſayl about the 
Northern Cape, in the great Ocean, to the Gran- 
wick Bay , and ſo to the Port of St. Archangel, 
near the mouth of the River Dxina. The other 
chief Cities of Trade are Yolegda, Muſco, The 
Imperial Refdence Novogorod, Smolenihs , &C. 
The Language is a mixt Slavonian, The Religion is 
the ſame with the Greek Church , except in fome 
Ceremonies of their own devilins ; being inſtru- 
Red in the Chriſtian Fdith by ſome Prieſts ſear

from the Patriarch of Coyſtantinople , to whom this 
Patrarch of Ruſſia acknowledged ſubjeRion ; bur 
fince a 100. years lalt paſt he hath withdrawn it, 
and the Patriarch is now nominated by the Empe- 
rour, aud Conſecrated by his own Suffragans, 

The Government is meerly Tyrannical and Ar« 
bitrary , and comes neareſt to that of the Tarks, 
as one of the Yiziers reſembled them : For he is 
ſole Executor to the Eſtates of deceaſed Perſons , 
and ſometimes too to thoſe that are living ; for if 
he ſends for a Shmm of Money to ſuch a Perſon, of 
whoſe Wealth he bath information , itis preſently 
ſent him , without che leaſt grumbling : and if he 
ſends for his Head, it is fent him , with the 'ſame 
diſpatch : And this may be, and is the Caſe ſome- 
times alfo of the greateſt Nobleman in the Empire; 
more frequently uſed to very great Barbarities in 
the Reign of that monſtrousTyrant Vaſi/ow:eh. 

Since whoſe death , by reaſon of two preten- 
dins Impoſtors , who uſurped the Throne : and 
the Faction of the -Grandees , who advanced 0- 
thers ; the Nobility have had the Liberty of Elea- 
ing their Prince: And yer ſuch is their natural 
Fondnels of Slavery , that they advanced their Fel- 
low SubjeRts to the! ſame unbounded Soveraignty. 
No Prince can be ſerved in greater State : He ſel- 
dom ſhewerh himfelf unto che People , but in Ap- 

of ineſtimable value , all  gliſtering with 
Jewelk ; 'and in his Court , at any folemn Enter- 
tainments of Ambaſſadors , the great Audience 
Chamber is furniſhed with all ſorts of Plate of inft- 
nite value , and filled with men in Veſts of Cloth 
of Gold ; which are ordinarily ſome grave well- 


Coun- 
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Countenanced Citizens , who for this purpoſe are 
apparelled out of his Wardrobe z a moſt glorious 
Cheat to ſuch as know not the myſtery of this Pomp 
and Magnihcence. | 
His Revenues , by what hath been ſaid , may 
be what he pleaſerh himſelf ; but cheſe two lat 
Princes have uſed a very moderate hand toward 
their Slaves, as they ſtyle themſelves. His ordina- 
ry means and way of amaſſing Treaſure is, by en- 
rolfing or foreſtalling moſt of the homebredCom- 
modities , -( belides , all the Drink that is drawn in 
the Empire, is Farmed to his uſe ; and a monthly 
account taken of the Cabacks or Victualing Houſes, 


how much is ſpent , which muſt be preſently fatif-- 


hed co his Officers ) and hindring all Trade till his 
own be ſold , is a moſt vaſt and therefore uncertain 
Revenue. 2. By his Proviſion and Purveyance of 
Rent, Corn and Victual , raiſed ſome years to 
200000. Rubbles, which Coyn makes little more 
than an Angel, 3. The Poll Money to 200. thou- 
ſand Pound Sterling, 4. His Cuſtoms ,' which a- 
riſe chiefly and ſolely from his Ports of Archangel 
and eMſtracan', to 400000. 5. By his own Do= 
main , Eſcheats , and Forfeitures, and Preſents : 
( very conliderable on this account ) All which 
may make up two Millions of Pounds Sterling , or 
two and a half at moſt ; which were no great Sum , 
were he to pay for the ſervice of all his Horſemen, 
who, like the T#rk&s Timariots , have Farmes al- 
lowed them, 

As to his Forces , and the Militia of this Em- 
pire, they are of a very formidable and conſidera- 
Lle Power ; For firit , He hath of his Dworancy , 

or 
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or the Guard of his Perſon, 25000, Horſemen , 
whoare alwayes in readineſs where ever he relides. 
Then there are Lands let out to ſeveral of his great 
Men , which are never aliened from that uſe, ons 
ly the preſent Propriecors changed at his pleaſure 
for the Profits whereof , they are bound to main- 
tain 65e00. Horſe more ; and theſe likewiſe are 
alwayes to be ready at ſound of Trumpet ; which 
makes a ſtanding Body of goooo. which with Of- 
ficers, and other Voluntiers, are effecually in the 
Field a hundred thouſand, 

Beſides. theſe, He may raiſe what additional 
Numbers the Country will afford; whish is ſo plen- 
tiful of Horſe , that it is ſaid , he is able co bring 
300000. into the Campania : but it is of the 0+ 
ther {ide ſuppoſed , he cannot find ſo many Riders 
by one half ; epoonty conſidering , that at the 
fame time as theſe-Horſe are in ſervice, his Foot 
hardly exceed the number of 40000. not 'only , 
for that he confides not in his Infantry , as unapt 
ro the War : but becauſe of the thinneſs of his 
Countries, Of late years he hath found out a way 
fo ſupply that defe&t, by entertaining foreign 
Foot, chiefly Germans , and once ſome Engliſh , 
about the year 1633. in a Regiment tranſported 
by Collonel Sanderſor, amounting to near 3000. 
Men; at which time he belieged Smolensko , ( once 
a Province , under the proteCtion of the Pole, di- 
tant Sourhwelt 80, Polon;an Miles from Moſes ; 
taken by Yaſilewich , and retaken by the Poles in 
1671 0. with the loſs of 200000. Muſcovites ) 
two years together ; atlaſt came the Pole , when 


the Ruſſia was wearied out , and belieged the Be-

fiegers ,- and reduced them by Famine to a-ſurren. 
der : For which the General loſt his Head at Muſ- 
co z although Coſen of the Emperour ; and tris Son 
was whipp'd todeath , as was the Major General ; 
the Lieutenant General eſcaped at the interceſſroty 
of the Engi;ſh , who had done excellent fervice'; 
( and had taught the Rpſians how to ftafd a Shock 
of the Poles Lances, and to break their Troops) 
and could give a handſome Charader of pertorm- 
ance , asto his part ; ever ſince which 'time the 
Evgliſh __ have been highly reſpe&ed and 


This Emperour therefore is better provided of 
Foot than any of his Predeceſſors, who could ne- 
ver make 20000. and therefore loſt that they had 

ained , becauſe they wanted thoſe ſtanding De- 

nces to make their omen ; having trained 
up a number of his own Subjects to the Diſcipline, 
and by the example of Strangers ; ſo thathe is able 
to bring near 50000. into the Field , if neceſſity 
require, 

He is excellently and infinitely ſtored ; as much 
as any Prince in Chriſtendom, with all manner of 
Artillery great and ſmall , with Ammunition and 
Proviſion ſutable. - His Souldiers moſt patient of 
Cold and Hunger , and ſuſtained with little : but 
better to maintain a Fortreſs, than to aſſault it , 
or engage in Battel : Notwithſtanding , they will 
do what they are commanded , in the moſt preſent 
_ » but it is not 6ut of boldneſs or bravery of 

pirit.

witha fruitleſs. ExpeRation of a Match , þut in

Or 140+«.years; 'and this is imputed 
to the purity of the Air, bur ſometimes over-caſt 
wit: Fog3s , by reaſon che Infiavitants neglect the 
Warter-courſes of their mixy ſtanding Lakes. Of 
no great note for 'Af&'0r Armey/ till thac Guſtavus 
Ericus , who chaſed out the Dares, under their 
Kan3 Chriftiern the 3 d, and Guſtavus Adolphus » 
whoſe Conquelts were admirable, and his Condut 
not to be matched by any Parallel : They are ex- 
ceedins zpr ro learn the Mechanick Arts, fo that 
every Souldier is his own Smith , Cutler , Car- 
Denter , &c.. They are very Valiant , boththeir 
orie and Foot , as they have given good proof, 
both in Germany, Poland, Ruſſiag and Denmark. 
Their Religion is wholly Lutheran ; Biſhops they 
have , whom they call Surintendents, and who 
recain their Voice in Parliaments , but have no ſet- 
led Church Revenue , beins paid and maintained 
by the King, with an inconlidefable yearly Pen- 
{10n, 

The whole Kingdom is divided 1nit0 two Parts, 
the one lying on the Faſt , the other on the Weſt 
ſide of the Gulph or Bay of Bodzer , Or Sinus Bod- 
dicss, a ſpacious Branch of the Balt1que Sea ; ac- 
cording to which divition there are, 1, the Pro- 
vince of Gottoland. 2. Of Sweden, lyins on the 
Weit lide. And 3. Lapland, onthe North, 4. 
Boddev, 5. Finland. And 6. the Swedsſh "m—

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fo'that He is a Prince of no ſmall Territory : but , 
tike the Ruſſian , he isnot'very Populous , by rea- 
for» of thote cold Regions , which none but Savas 
ges inhabit, under a certain tribute of Furrs ; 
of which chis King bath his ſhare from the Lap= 
laxders. 

As for the Government, it is Monarchical and 
Abſolute ro the King i» Atts, butthe Senators 
pretend ir to be Ele&ive , althoiigh the Son hath 
continually ſucceeded his Fathet in the Govern- 
ment , which was made a SanQtion by the States, at 
the inſtance of the ſame Ericus, who would not ac- 
cept of the Crown , urged upon him, without 
ſuch a Law : and this hath prevailed ever ſince , 
bur in the Caſe of S;g;/wwoxd , . beaten out of Swe- 
den by the Fattion of Charles Duke of Sudermas 
his Uncle : for we have ſeen the Infagt Son of the 
late Charles Guſlavas advanced immediately upon 
his Fathers death to che Throne. And when the 
King is once ſeated there , he governs pro imperioy

fof he layes what Taxes he pleaſeth, as 5, 6, 7, _ 


8, Dollars yearly upon every Houſholder, accor- 
ding to his quality : And that which is chief, all 
Appeals for firial Determination are made to him , 
not tO his Parliament or Council. 

This Kings Revenue cogliſteth in four things , 
the Tenths of Eccleliaſtical Livings , Mines, Tri- 
bures , and Cuftomes. 1. The Revenues. of the 
Church ariſe to a great Summ , conliſting before 
the Reformation of ſeven Biſhopricks, and ſixty 
Monaſteries , which enjoyed very great Pofſeſſi- 
ons, now incorporated into the Crown, except 
only ſome ſmall maintenance to the Biſhops , as a- 
D 4 boveſaid. 
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boveſaid,, 2. His Mines , a great deal more con- 
ſiderable , for that histench part of chree Copper 
Works, almoſt a hundred years agoe , yielded 
him 3000. Dullars, whereby eſtimation may be 
made of tis Silver and Gold. And thoſe Mines 
may be found .in every place, if the Country Peo- 
ple ( boundto'carry wood , and do other ſervile 
work there ). did, not hide and hinder the diſco- 
very, Mot tine Silver isfound'in the Province of 
Veſtras , were it notfor the envy and jealoulie of 
the Inhabirants, either mutmuring that Stra 

- ſhould be employed, or ſuſpe&ing that they ſhould 
be over-reached ; ſo that his Revenue 1s mightily 
hindred by this means, 3. But his. Taxes do far 
ſurpaſs all his other Incomes , for he levyeth the 
Tenth of Rye ,, Wheat, Barley , Fiſh, Skins, 
Oxen, &c. Of the Tenth of Oxen he hath ga* 
thered at ſome times 18600. Dollars, with all 
which he maintaineth his Court, Officers , Navy, 
and Armies, In the time of War with Dare or 
Muſcovite , bis Neighbours , he alloweth his Soul- 
diers Vietuals , which by his Taxes he provideth at 
eaſe Rates : He giveth them likewiſe a Coat or 
Caflock every year , which maketh them ever fully 
ready to obey his Commands. The Marriage of 
tie Kings Daughters is at the diſpoſal of the Senate, 
who give them for their Portion , beſides Silver, 
Plate , and other Gifts, a 100000. Dollars. Of 
t) e Uplandiſh People, which pay not the Impoſt 
of Vitals, the King is accuſtomed to exact of e- 
very Poll acording to his ability , five Dollars or 
n ore yearly. 4. His Cuſtomes , that are paid in 
the Haven Towus , the Chiet whereof in Sweden 
arc 
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are Caymare , Lodhuys, and Stockholme , where 
at ſome times four hundred Ships of Burden lye at 
Anchor: Alls Auge, Revel, Riga, Parnovia, 
and the Narve. oh 
But theſe Cuſtomeggre much improved ſince the 
Confirmation of his Acquiſts in Gerwany , by the 
Miunſfter!tTreaty x648. by which he had the Upper 
Pomerania , the Inheritance of the Marqueſs of 
Brandenburg , with the City of _—_ , in the 
Dutchy of Mecklenbury, and Ifle of Rugie , with 
the Biſhopricks of Bremen and Verden , &c, bor- 
dering along the other (ide of the Baltique Sea ; by 
which he hath a wide inlet into Germazxy, given him 
in recompence of thoſe Places he had Conquered in 
the more inward Parts : ſo that this great add:rion 
f Territory , hath made him a far more conſidera- 
le Prince than ever he was ; and the Dane by ſad 
Experience found as much in that War he managed 
againſt himin 2658. when, by the Conjun&tion 
' and Contiguity of thoſe Germax Provinces , he 
ſpeeded without Obftruftion out of Polard, to 
ſtop the Progreſs of the Dar;ſh Armes, and with 
ſpeedy ſucceſs reduced that King by the Agreement 
at Roſcheild, to a very petty and pittant Sove- 
raignty; for thereby as good as one half of his King.. 
dom was paſſed over to the Swede , the Principal 
Member whereof was. Schoneland, one of the fruit- 
fulleſt Provinces , but formerly belonging to Swe- 
den, with ſome other Places, ns. ay the 
great. Baylewick of Drontheim in Norway , which 
would have diſ-membred that Kingdom, and rend- 
red the Daze but a precarious Prince of the reſt: 
But this, and divers other former Conceſſions voy

All which Eſtates being, laid andjoyned togethet 
in ſome manner, it were fuppoſable at firitview , 
that he might ealily render himſelf Maſter of the 
Baltsqse Sea :. but when it is again. conlidered , of 
what firength the Dare., the Hanſe Towns are , as 
Lnbeck,, Hamborongh, Dantzack ; together with 
the Intereſt of the Darch in the Frade therein , 'it 
will ſeem a tougher matter, and too big for his Na+ 
val itrength z which yer of « ſelf is very conlidera- 
ble : No doubt the Swede hath chawed deliciouſly 
upon the: Delign , but conld never digeſt it; ic

As tothe Force of this Kingdom , it hath been 
perceived of what Effe& and Puiſlance- it is , by 
that War it carried on, under the late King Charles 
Gnftav rs , againſt the Pole, the Dane,” and the 
HMaſcovite, at one and the ſame time : But truly , 
I cannot tell, whether I may aſcribe thoſe Numbers 
of Men, with which they have enterpriſed ſo much 
lately, gither to the Prodution of their own 

Country © 
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Countty , of their Fortune , which hath drawn fo 
many Foreigners into their ſervice, in which there 
is a certainty of Pay , and ape ny reſpe& had 
ro them , if they prove men of deſert. Ic is cer- _ 
edin , that in the late Daniſh War , he had above 
(ixty thouſand men in Pay, which is a number that 
few Princes can long maintain together ; and yet 
ſuch is the pood luck of theſe Martial Princes, t 
tliey have been ſerved faithfully , without any Pay, 
for many Months together , as certain of SacisfaCti- 
gn ſomewhere , eicher by the Swede , or fro 
che Enemy, who is looked upon as very pood  Se« 
Cutity, in all the Undertakings of this Prince. 

As to the Policy of this Kingdom, having touchs 
ed before, that the Government is Monarchical, 
we will briefly deſcribe the menage of it: Matters 
of Peace, and War , of Embaſlyes, and Allian- 
ces', are propoſed by the King to the Senate , for 
their Reſolation , which the Senators deliver with 
an.entire Liberty , and moſt Voices carry it : but 
i it happen, that the: Vote be contrary to the 
Kings purpoſes , he will afſemble the States Gene« 
ral , to obtain of them what he cannot of the Se= 
nate. Theſe Eftatesare compoſed of the Nobility, 
of the Clergy , of Merchants , and of the Peafants 
of the King ; that is to ſay, Peaſants that ſerve not 
Gentlemen ( in E-g/;h Yeomen ) but ſublift of 
chemſelves. | 

* The Nobles that fit in ſuch Parliaments, or 
Eftates General, are of the eldeſt of their Families: 
the Church ſends two Prieſts of every Community

the major Voicedetermine of it ; if their Voices 
be equal , the King makes the Ele&ion himſelf , 
andgives the caſting Voice for his own Delignes 
and Intereſt : All other Matters are referred to 
one of theſe ſeven Councills , viz. The Council 
of Juſtice , where preſides the Lord Chief Juſtice, 
aſiited by four Senators , ſix Gentlemen , and ix 
Doors. . 2. The Council of War, where pre- 
ſides the Conſtable, affifted by four Senators Mar- 


ſhalls. . 3. The Council of the Admiralty , where 


preſides the High Admiral , wich four Senators 
Vice-Admiralls, 4+ The Chancery , where pre- 
ſides the High Chancellour., aſſiſted wich four Se- 
nators, and the Secretaries of State. 5. The 
Council of the Revenue , where preſides the High 
Treaſurer , aſſiſted by four Senators, | Theſe five 
Officers are called the five great Lords, and are 
Tutors of the King , and govern the Kingdom ab- 
ſolurely , during his Minority , being now in the 
8 th, year of hisage. ] 6. The Council of Trade, 
where a Senator is Preſident , aſſiſted by four more 
of the ſame rank and order, 7. The Council of 
the Mountains (as we have of the Marſhes) where 
ſit the ſame number and quality of Perſons as in the 
Council of Trade. The whole Kingdom , into 
which are reckoned the late Acquiſts, is divided 
into five Governments General, viz. Of Finland, 
of Ingermanland , Of Liefland, of Pomerania, and 
Schonen ; and obeys four great Preſidents of Ju- 
ſtice :* He of Finland holds Judicatory at Obo, He 
of Ingermanland and Schones- at Norkopin ,, the 
third of Liefland at Dort , and of Pomerania at

The Intereſt of Sweden , is to keep and maintain 
Peace with the yſcovite ; to alarum equally, and 
to divide Poland and Denmark ; not to quarrel by 
any means withthe Hollander; and to efteem and 
highly .reſpe& their ftrict Conftzderacy- with 
Fraxce ; | and to ſeek all occaliohs of a War iti Gey- 
many , tO be therein aſſiſted with the French Mo- 
ney and Supplies ; not to negleR the friendſhip of 
the King of E 4, whocan, when he pleaſeth, 
intereſt himſelf in any Difference in the Balrzque 
Sea, by a potent Umpirage. ; 

Touching the Twrk , they arenot over-forward 
in that ſervice , as expeCting nothing but blows 
for other mens ſakes ; nevertheleſs, as the King is 
a Prince of the Empire ,. made fo by the aforeſaid He is aſs 
Treaty at MunFey , he is obliged , and hath ac- * Pe 
cordingly ſent away his Aides into Hungary : but j,, ;r.he * 
ſo unwelcome is the Nation to the Germans, that Circle of ; 
they had like to have been engaged » and ſet upon, the Rhine, 
in their paſſage near Erford, by thoſe whom they 
came to affiſt ; ſo that they have little encourage- 
ment to that ſervice : Beſides, He is in League, 
or ſome rude manner of Friendſhip with the Tar- 
tay , who merited ofhim well in the Poliſh War ; 
and he himſelf is ſo great an Invader , and Souldier 
of Fortune , that Religion, or'its Intereſt, weighs 
little with him , however our Puritans cried up the 
Great Guſtav for a Zealot: All therefore that 
will be done by him in this Aﬀair , will be more 
' our of neceſſity , and the Laws and Decree of the 
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Empire, and the Example of qther Princes , than 
his own Choice and Generofity : And ſo we paſs

E ENMA RK. .is bounded on the Eaſt and 


L/ South with the Baltique Sea : On the North 
with Norwey ( bounded on. the Weſt and North 


with the Germay and Frozen Sea ) and Sweden, and 


on.the Welt the ſaid Gerway Ocean, The entire 
Body of this Kingdom was made up principally.in 


form of three Parts,; The Firſt js the Realm of 
Denmark, containing both the Tytlengs , part 


of Scaygia adjoyning upon the Swedes Country, as 
Halland ( and Scheney, which isnow in the Swedes 
poſleſhon ) and the Iſlands of the Balrique Sex, 
2. Norwey , Towhich myſt be adgfed the Iſlands 
of Ice/and and Freezelgnd ( inthe Northern Ocean, 
where fuch abundance .of Cod is taken by the 
Dutch the Dexes and Us ) of large extent, but of 
little benefit to this Crown, 3. The Dukedome 
of Helſftein cantaming 4. Provinces, but now 
exempt from the Kingdom , and other JuriſdiQt-

The Kingdom of Denmark lyerh partly in the 
Cinbrick,C ber ſoneſs adjoyned tothe Dukedom 'of 
Hofftin , as both the Furlavds - (our of which feme 
part is newly borrowed , to adde tothe: ſaid Dut- 
chy ). divided into ſeveral Diſtrids ; and partly in 
Scendia , but principally -in the Iflands. 'As for 
the Durchy of Holfte;n , ithath of late years been 
unfortunate to the Dayes , being over-run'by the 
Imperidlifts in' 11628. inthe Reign of Chriftiern 
the 4th. bur honeſtly xeftored by che *Emperour 
uponealieConditions': Then it was harraſied by 
the Swede in 11643. and 4. andnow finally freed 
by:them from the: Crown of Nexmark , only the 
beſt part of Jutland remdines in its priftine'obedi- 
ence.

The Inhabitants are naturally honeſt ,. and not a 
Fhief among chem z 'and.very Civil to: Scrangers ;

firſt called Normaszs , and were Anceſtors to our 
Conquerours ; but ſuch isthe hard Condition un- 
der which they are kept by the Dazes , though in 
appearance Fellow SubjeRs, ever (ince the Union 
of the two Kingdomes, by the Marriage of Aquinus 
in 1 35 9s wi Margaret the Daughter and Heir 
of Waldemar the 3 d. of Denmark:, ( the Ifſue of 
which Marriage died, and left this Kingdom to the 
tion of his Mother Margaret , whoſe Suc- 
celfors have continued it to this day) that the Nor- 
wegians have wholly loſt their Courage , and for- 
mer Valour , not being ſuffered to go out of the 
Kingdom to traffique their own. mm 
, ; WHICH, 
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whicl , beſides Fiſh ; are rich Furts , Taſlow , 
Butter , 'Tann'd Leather, Train Oyt,” Prich, 
Clap-board, Matts, Deal-boards,- and Fire-wood; 
from the Cuſtomwhereof atiſeth the Kings greateft 
Profits , being received for him at Berge» and 
Wardhouſe ; but this Revenue'ts-very inconitdera- 
ble. The whole Realm 1s divided into'ftive Lieu- 
renancies or Governments, whichin this unculct- 
vated remote Country, will noticoncern us in any 
particulars , no more than the appendixed Iſlands 
above mentioned. 

Havins thus fummarily diſconrſed of the Parts of 
this Kingdom , we will briefly mention the Gu- 
vernment , which having been placed inan Hzre- 
ditary Monarchy from the Foundation of this 
Eſtate , was challenged as EleRive by the Uſurped 
Power of the Nobles and People , by their Depo- 


ſing of Eric about 1420, and Elefins his Coſen + 


Chriſtopher , Count Palatine of the Rhize , who 
dying without Iflue , they again choſe Adolph, 
Duke of Ho{ftein, who exculing himſelf by reaſon 
of hisage , by his advice , they choſe his Nephew 
Cbriſtiers , Earl of Oldenburg , who brought both 
thoſe Eftatesto this Crown : Since when they con- 
tinued the faſhion of an EleRion {( but never paſ- 
ſed by the next Heir ) untilthe year 1660, when, 
in conlideration of this Kings extraordinary Care , 
Valour and Vigilance in defence of his People a- 
Sainſt the Swedes , they reſolved to' reſtore what 
they had ſo long detained , by returnins the Go- 
vernment into the old Channel, and makins it a- 
gain Hzreditary in the Family of this. Prince al- 
though with mach reluRancy and diſcontent of ma- 
ny of the Grandees, E By

By which change, ſo lately made , there can no 
perfe& account be given of the preſent adminiſtra- 
tion, being ſolely at the Kings diſpoſal , as it is 
with other abſolute Monarchs. As to the Nobles, 
they are reputed the moſt antient of all Eyrope , 
and the Gentry the like; and co preſerve and main- 
cain that honourable Eſteem , they never match 
into Plebeian Families, but keep their Blood un- 
mix'd and pure in its firft Current. The Gentry 
are neither fo fierce , nor ſo ſubtle as their Neigh- 
bours ; and are very generous and hoſpitable to 
Strangers, The Pegple generally thrifty and dili- 
Sent intheir Callings , and of very good converſe 
' andcivility. The Religion is altogether Lxtheran, 
but the Biſhops have more Anchoricy , and better 
Maintenance here than in Sweden : but Iknow not 
what they do tor a Metropolitan , (ince the Archi- 
Epiſcopal See of Londex in Sphonen , which was 
the Primacy . of. Denmark , was aligned ro the 
Swede. Inelder times this Church depended upon 
the Arch-Biſhoprick of Bremen , and then the el- 
deſt Son of the King of Denwark ( whjch was in 
uſe till the Treaty of Iſunſter) . was tiled the Arch- 
Biſhop of Bremen ; but that dependance was re-

The Strensth of this Kingdom is moſtly Naval , 
the Danes proving better Water than Land Souldi- 
ers, and more affeins the, Employment ; yer af 
modern times, they .have.dared alſo by Land ;

Prince) although unfortunately : Neverthelels , 


the Enemy could not but acknowledge the Gallan- - 


try of King Chriſtiern , and dealt with him accor- 
dingly : 'Since which time they were willing, to be 
at quiet , till the opportunity of the Pol;/þ War in- 
vited this King Frederick, the 3d. to revenge the 
injurious Violence done co his Country of Hoiſtein, 
by the Swedes in 1643. and 4. which was acted 
partly by the inltigation of the Dutch, who per- 
ceiving the Dare icrewed up the Rate of the Toll 
Money in the Souzd , for which by an old Treaty 
thoſe Netherlands were to pay but a Roſe-Noble 
for every Ship , without ſearchins or vilitins : 
( and this was paid , becauſe of the Lights, Tuns , 
and Marks at Sea , kept and maintained by the Kins 
of Denmark ; which Payment , from the time of 


their ſeparation from Spais , he had raiſed art his 


own pleaſure, ſearching the Ships , and ſeizing 
the Goods, under pretence of Contrebanda , ctr 
prohibited Merchandiſe ) By a League made in 
1640; with the Swede , they inlinuated this Grie- 
vance , which alſo offended that Queens Subjects ; 
ſo that in concluſion, the * Dqze , berwixt the 
Swedes Land Forces , and the appearance of the 
Dutch Fleet, was forced to a new Agreement 
with the Hollander , at a fer ealie rate, for the 
Toll; which afterwards in 1650. (having made 
the Ike defenſive League with the Daze ) they

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ing ſearched for any Goods , the Maſter only de- 
claring what they were, 

Toreturn to an account of his Forces, they 
may be thus computed. Firſt, Such asthe Nobi- 
lity and Gentry are bound to raiſe for the publique 
ſervice, whichare a conſiderable number. And, 
Secondly, What the People furntth upon ſuch oc- 
caſions; and theſe have formerly amounted to 
Sreat Armies: Bur the ſtrength of the Kingdom is 
now exhauſted, and it is yet able ro do lictle, 

The preceding diſcvurſe leads me to conſider of 
this Kings Revenue , which chiefly conliſts in his 
Toll upon Ships aforeſaid , ( for he makes little of 
his own Cuſtomes , Fiſh being his greateſt Com- 
modity , and no great Port of Trade in. all his 
Realm) which hath fallen much ſince his late 
Agreement with the Dzrch, who. have the ſole 
Trade herealmoſt ; and more by the Northern Paſ- 
ſage to Ryſſia, found out many years fince, He 
had alſo a Toll of 50000.

and theſe raiſe Money ,. and mmpoſe Taxes, and 
take the'Care'of the Peace and 'well-Being of the 
Publique. In this Affembly ,, one of che Aſleflors, 
or Penſ1onary Counſellours , opens the Macter or 
Aﬀiir in a proportion , which the Deputies re- 
ceive , but give no anſwer till they have received

- He hath lately made a motion in Germany about 
Colmar and Slechsladr, and it is ſuſpeRed, they are 
the light: Trepidations of ſome greater Rupcure 
thereabouts ; for that the Frereþb have long aimed 
upon the Imperial Dignity , is obvious to every 
. eye, and this Prince is ſuppoſed to be more ambiri- 
ouſly bent upon that delign, than any of his Prede, 
ceſlors, He hath to the purpoſe baffled and terrified 
the Pope, the Emperours left hand, and ſcared him 
before hand; and for his right hand, the King of 
Spain, belides the Peace between them , he will 
not be remiſs in fomenting the War with Portugal. 
The Princes of the Empire therefore give him tair 
words, and will oblige him, by performing his De- 
mands about thoſe Towns. He is ſure of the Dake 
of Savoy, ſo long as he enterpriſeth not upon /raly, 
for then he would become a Morſel between his 
Grinders, As to the Princes of 1taly, they do not 
care to ſee him there, but love him well enough in 
France.

ifs reduced together , it aboundeth , and is ſuffi- 
ently ſtored with all Neceſlaries, and is particular- 
ly furniſhed wich Minerals. It is not very Popu- 
lous, both by reaſon the Spaniſh Man is not apt for 
Generation, being more hot than virile in his 
Luſt 3 and the Women are Mothers ſo young and 
early, that Nature is decayed in them before the 
half oftheir Teeming. And 2, Becauſe ſuch vaſk 
numbers have been drawn thence continually , to 
ſerve in the Wars, and to re-inforce Garriſons ; 
aSalſo, for that many of his Subjeas do excerciſe 
Navigation , eſpecially in great numbers ro the 
Indies ; which is peopled , what it is , with Spa- 
»iards only , and the Natives, for they. will not 
truſt other people on ſhore , they are ſo jealous of 
their wealth; nevertheleſs, the Country is by this 
means rid of all ſlochful home-livers. 

Moſt of thoſe Kingdoms above mentioned were 
conquered and won from the Moors , and the At- 
chievement'made by Ferdinand and 1ſabel, Kings 
of Caſtile and Aragon; which two Kingdomes , 


; with Leon, became united - by their Marriage 
* ar this ſame time: And for Navarre, it was 


ſeized by the Policy and Valour of this Fer- 
dinand, as we ſhall ſpeak more ar large of it, be- 
cauſe it is the Title ofthe French King , and the 
Houſe of Bowrboz. | 

A AV ARRE is bounded on the Eaſt with 
the Principality of Bear», (in the Kingdom of 
France ) and acknowledging the ſame Soveraign= 
ty; onthe Welt with the River 1berxs , which di- 
vides itfrom'Caftile 5 on the Nort't by the Cantas 


| Gran Mountains , which part ic from Gaypuſcoa; 
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and'on the South with Aragox. It taketh up ſome 
parts of bothilides the Pyrenees , but the (1xth parc 
of it lyeth on the French {ide , and is very fteril , 
it is called the Baſe or Low Navarre , which Lewis 
the 13th. united with Bearn, to the French 
Crown; the other being calledthe High Navarre, 
lyechon the Spaniſh ſide, and isfertile, and adotn- 
ed with Trees. 

In the Reign of John of Albret , who had mar- 
ried Catheririe,, Siſter and Heir of Frang:s , the 
lait of the Houſe of Fox , Kings of Navarre, 
Ferdinand, the 'moſt Catholique King, who had 
Conquered \the 'Kingdom of Granada from the 
Moors , and united the rwo Potent Kingdomes of 
Caftileand Aragon, to: which all the other , but 
this, and Portugal , were one way or other in- 
corporated ; reiolved to add this alſo, -and to 
compleat the Monarc'ty of Spaza. Hereupon , in 
the year t 5*r 2. pretending a final and utter Ex- 
tirpation 6 te Afcors, he raiſed an Army , and 
of a ſucden marched towards Navarre, demanding 
of them paflace for lis Army into Fraxce ; Lewes 
the i 2h. the Kins whereof, witi all his Subjects, 
were then nrider Excommunication , the Execu- 
tonerof Wiich Ferdirand undertook to be, as his 
S:1ccellors have done ever {ince; which being 
waved by K nz Johz, and his Quzen, he imme- 
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diately/en red the Country , end withour the {tri- | 
kinz ofa blow, reiucedit ; the French King be- | 
ins backward to the relief of ic then , but after- | 
wards gndeavourins with all his Power to recyver {| 


it, WÞen ic was too late ,. berng fortified and ſecu- 


red by the Corquerour. Not longafter,in 1556. by | 
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- Joax the Daughter and Heir of Henry of Albret , 


this Title , with the ſixth part mentioned betore , 
came to Azthozy of Bourbon , Duke «f Vendoſme , 
Father of Hezry the 4th. of France; but che delign 
of regaining this his paternal Inheritance , .( by 
reaſon of his tedious War for the French Crown ) 
was to him alſo untealible ; but had he ſurvived 
that fatal ſtroke, given him by Rgviliac, no 
doubt he would bave bid fair for this his juſt Right; 
to which his Succeflors have ſuch an apperite , ( as 
Patrimony 1s a great Magnetick ) that in all Trea- 

ties with Spazz lince , they inſert 4 ſalve jure, a 

ſaving of their Claim, Right and Title to Na- 
varre, to be lawful for them to proſecute in an 
ordinary Courſe of Juſtice ; but that Juſtice hath 
no Courts , nor have Princes Patience or Hope in 
the Brawles of Lawyers , or thoſe Decrees which 
cannot give Seizin and Delivery. A lucky oppor- 
tunity for a re-ſurprize, is only worthy of their ex- 


'peRation. 


The other Kingdomes taking up too much room 
and time in their Limitation and Deſcription , we 
will mention and comprize together , giving che 


+ Readerto underſtand , that Caſtile and Aragon are 


the molt noble , as who have made all thoſe Ac- 
quiſitions of the Spaniſh Greatneſs; and their di- 
{tin Titles were theſe; to Arragon belonged 
Sicily, Sardima, Majorca, Valentia, Catalo- 
na, Navarre, and Naples : To Caſtile belonoed 
Leon, Gallicia, Toledo, Murcia, Biſcay, Gras, 
nada, and America, becauſe Queet: 1ſabel furniſh- 
ed Columbus. Nor was Naverre, when under its 
former Princes, far behind them in fuch Archieve- 
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ments on the French ſide. Note we alſo , that the 
County of Roſſiluan , formerly a Member of the 


Kingdom of Majorca, is by the late general Trea- 


ty , together with the Viguery of Conflans , and 
part of ciie County of Cerdana , as is ſituate” in the 
Pyrenean Mountains towards France , and not be- 
longing to Catalona,aſſigned by the Spaniard to the 
French for ever, to whom ic was long ſince pawned 
for 300000. Crowns , but remitted by Charles 
the 8th. of France , to Ferdinand the Catholique , 
upon condition he ſhould not hinder him in the 
Conqueſt of Naptes, 'By'the ſame Treaty the 
French ſurrendred all his Garrifons and Places he 
had taken in Catalonia , 'excepting ſuch as ſhould 
be found to belonp to the County of Cerdana a- 
foreſaid, VASES: > 

| Theſe 14- Kingdomes are governed by the ſame 
Court , or Imperial Laws, intermix'd wich ſome 
Cuſtomes of the Goths*, and ſome additional Con- 
ſtirutions of their Kings, and the Government 
conſerved by Juſtice, impartially here executed , 
and the Inquiſition in Eccleſiaſtical Aﬀairs;' ſo that 
there is never like to bea Wat *upon' pretence of 
Reformation in chis Kingdom, Yo give*the Peo- 
ple cheir due, ( whether it is, that thar Inquiliti- 
on hath awed chem 20 it) they are very devour and 
zealous , and moſt Loyal to their Prince , whom 
they will fpaxe no blood nor treaſure to aggran- 
dize , and of whom they never ſpeakwithour great 
reverence 3nd honour, and in his fetvice, no men 
can pofſibly be more patient, or endure more mi- 
ſery and hardneſs, than will chey, even to the u:- 
moſt and wo:!t of Extremity ; and as faichful and 
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true they are to him, there having been few Tray- 
tors of all his Subje&s, nor any Command or Trutt 
betrayed by any of them. Generally of them- 
ſelves, they are very grave and lerious in all their 


. Aﬀtions, and yet notwithſtanding ſv addicted to 


Pride, that they think all che World pittitul Fel- 
lows and Fools , in compariſon of themſelves. In 
ſumm , they-bave effected great and noble things , 
viz. their Conqueit over the Moors, and the 
New world , together with Philip the Second's 
Conqueſt or Poflctſion of Port»gal :. and they bave 
failed ofas great, viz. their Delign upon England 
in $8, and in their Grand Projett of an Univerſal 
Empire, which hath almoſt broke the Heart of this 
Monarchy. 
The Government is Abſolute and Royal , Mat- 
ters of ſeveral qualities are handled in ſeveral 
Councils , and they are ſeven in number ; which , 
that the King may be the better informed of all Af- 
fairs , they keep alwayes near about his Perſon , 
in ſeveral Chambers under one Roof; their Names 
are theſe, The Council of Spain, 2. Of the 7»- 
dicrs 3. Of Italy. 4. Of the Low {ouniries. 
5. of War. 6, Of the Order of St. Folhw. And 
7. Ofche Inquilition, In theſe the flow and con- 
{iderace Advitoes of Fabis , rather than the prz- 
cipitant Refdlutions of Marcel , are received. 
In as much as may be , Innovations and change of 
ancient Cnitomesare avoided , by which conftan- 
Cy , and their warinefs in their AQions , they do 
ſeldom commir any overſight , or fall into any dif- 
order or rupture at home. By this way of Conn- 
Lil , the King rangeth under his Obedience Caftil;e 
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ans, Ayragons , Biſcaqners , Flemings, Italians, 
Indians, Chriſtians and Gentiles ; People utterly 
different in Laws,, Cuſtomes , and Natures , as if 


they were all of one Nation, and all his natural Sub- 


jets: 
: The ill Correſpondency that is alwayes amongft 
thoſe Counſellours , who zmylate one anothers 
greatneſs, is the Cauſe of long Deliberations and 
Slackneſs in Matters of greateſt Importance ; bur 
all Matters once refolved on in Council ,- paſs in- 
differently, with incredible and ſurpaſſing ſecrecy, 
as well thoſe of mean , as thoſe of the weightieſt 
Conlideration. . Secrecy of all ſecuring every par- 
ticular, and being indeed the true ſcope of all Mar- 
rers of State ; for Delignes as ſoon as they have ta- 
ken air are blaſted therewith. 

In this point ,' Phitip the 24, of Spain, the a- 
bleit Prince of his time , was very tenacious, do- 
ins many things with his own hand ,- which never 
came near , his Secretaries, but were tranſmitted 
by himſelt uncopied ( but what he took likewiſe 
himſelf ) to his Exprefles and Diſpatches. In his 
laſt Advice to his Son there are theſe words; Do 
wot offend of anger the Secretaries , deliver them al- 
wayes work of (mall or great 1mportance , and make 
proof of them rather by your Enemies than your 
Friends, loth your chief ſecrets in your own breaſt. 
Ini chis Prince failed that high-flown Ambition , 
which had rormented his Father Chay/es and Him- 
felf, durins the whole conrſe of their Reign , 
namely , the Conceic of an Univerſal Monarchy ; 
nor did it dye with him, for having all his life fta- 
died nothins more tuanthe ruine of Fra-e? by che 
my | League , 
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League , and his own Armes , he commended the 
puriute of the Defign to his Son; having alſo a lit- 
tle before his death reſolved on another Expediti- 


. on for England , bv procured a more Cxadt ac- 


count of irs Havens, the Roman Catholicks , &c. 
bur his Sacceflor Phj/;pthe 34. ( for his Son Charles 
was murthered in the Inquiſition ( as faſpe&ed to 
favour the Proteſtants) by his own conſent) ſee- 
ins how the Treaſure was wafted , and his Fathers 
Credit engaged for divers vaſte Summs of Money , 
not fully paid to this day , but running on Intereſt , 
and diſcharged by degrees , reſolved to ſteer ano- 
cher Courſe , and firtt made Peace with England , 
and thena Truce with the Dxtch for 1 2.. Years ; 
and, as the greateſt Aof his Reign , utterly ex- 
pelled the Moors, I00000. being driven out af- 
ter their former Expullion by Ferdinand, who , 
leſt the Country ſhould be diſpegpled , ſuffered 
fuch as would turn Chriſtians to ſtay , but now the 
Inquiſition diſcovered them all for Hypocrites, 
and entitled the King to a brave Patrimony. This 
ſame Philip the 3d. was a great Stickler for the 
Houſe of Auſtriz, in the German War, newly 
beoun with the EleQor Palatine , at which time in 
16271. hedied, and his Son —_— the 4h. ſuc- 
ceeded, with whom was that fruitleſs Treaty of the 
Martias& of the Infanta, and the Reſtitution of the 
Palatinate. | 
This Prince hath been embroyled in the Dutch 
and French War all along againſt his Inclination , 
which is otherwiſe diſpoſed , for he loves quiet 
and pleaſure , and vacancy from thoſe troubles of 
Empire which afli&t ambitious P-.. e:; and it is 
| = hoped 
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hoped therefore be will hearken , now in_his okd 
age, toa Compoſure with Poytuga/, from which 
he hath reaped more loſs and dithonour, than the 
Kingdom can be worth to him. Belides, there are 


' ſome Reaſons of State , why the Army of Spaiz 


ſhould be disbanded, and nv Forces more than u- 
ſnal kept on Foot, leſt the General make ſome di- 
fturbance in the Succeffion , who hath the Clergy 
and the Souldiery on his (ide. However, at pre- 
ſent nothing is more eagerly carried on , than the 
Preparations for this Campagnia; but what the iſſue 
will be , either Peace or ViRory , time will de- 
cide. 

As tothe Forces of this Kingdom , the ſame 
may be ſaid of them as of the Bees ; Que Regio 38 
terris noſtr; non plena laboris : There is no Nation in 
Exarope , but the remote Northern Kingdomes , 
thathave nor felt the Puiſſance thereof ; and ic is 
welt known, *that inall ages, the Span; have 
beenaccounted one of the moſt Valorous Nations 
in the World, The French in nine Years were fub- 
dued to the Rowan Yoak , the Spaniards held out 
200. and then too , the Fortune and Perſon of 
Auguſt Ceſay , the Univerſal Conquerour, was 
requiſite to their Subjugation. They ſerve better 
on Foot than on Horſeback , although they have 
Hoxfes of excetlent Courage, and berrer with the 
Harquebuze , chan with any other Weapon. As 
concernins their Cavalry , it cannot be gain-ſaid , 
but that the Spar;ſþ Gennet tis the nobleft Horſe 
in Chriſtendn , far excelling the Courſer of Na- 
pes, orthe Horſe of Burgundy , ſo much eſteem- 
ed ofthe French ; or the Frieſland Horſe, in ſo 
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MY great requeſt with the Germans. And it ſhould 
ie | 1cem, that Nature her ſelf bath armed this Peo- 
| ple, ingiving them che Iron Mines of Bikay ,

Gallies to guard che Coaſt from the 
Turks, the Charge whereof is a Million of Crowns, 
There are belides 8000. przlidiary Souldiers , 
and no more , in the Frontier, and Coaſt Towns 
of Spain, the Charge whereof I ſaw not com- 
puted. 
As to the Revenue of this Potentate , the ordi- 

nary Income thereof amounts to ſix Millions of 
Gold, or 11. Millionsof Crowns yearly, where- 
of much 15 engaged for the Debrs of the Crown , 
the relt is ſpent in Charges of the Wars , the main- 
renance of the Kings Houſhold , and in the Gallies 
furniſhed againſt the Barbary Pirates.

nor have their late frequent Conſanguinities and 
Marriages any influences to draw them-nearer.t0/a- 
ay amicable underftanding. 
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- With the Dutch he firmly keeps a gogd Correſ 
pondence , as his very good Friends , ſince Fare 
would needs have it ſo, and uſeth them very. re- 
ſpeRtfully, as his good Neighbours, and as fecuri- 
ty co his ERates in Flanders ; for the Dxtch , as 
was faid , do- not love the Frenchmens vicinity. 
For the King of E»glavd , he cheriſheth a more 
than- uſual reſpe&, teſtified by thoſe publique 
Honours done his Ambaſſador Sr, Richard Fanſhaw 
in [that Kingdom, and inviolably obſervech the 
Peace betwixt'us. With the Duke of Savoy he is 
newly reconciled , and certainly that Dake ( who 
hath che Citadel of Yercei! reſtored him by this 
King , by vertue of che lace Treaty) hath no great 
Antipathy againtt Him, for he hath ſuffered twice 
more from the French , than from the Spaniard , 
who 1s as well able to Defend Him , as he is con» 
veniently ſciced ro Offend him upon every diſplea- 
ſure.” The Duke of Parma is allyed to him , and 
foſure to his Intereſt. Tye Florentine is ſtiff , 
bur is zqual berween the French and Him. The 
Aantnan will be Neutral ; 'and the Pope his ſecret 
Friend.

Florens , 
demoliſhing all his, and the Uſurper Caſtruceroes 
Fort; but beipg not able to ſecure themſelves from 
Genoa gn the-Qne hand, and tue Duke of Tuſcany 
onthe other , they betook themſelves to the Kihgs 
of Spain , for whoſe ſake the Civil Power of 2;1- 
lain bagss , and che Eccleliaſtical Power of . Rome 
countenances this little Kingdom of /vedo,, Other- 
wile acertain Prey to the Florentize , who hath al- 
ready as muci1 in yearly Preſents for letting it alone 
mt} e Inhaditants hands, as he would in yearly 
Re: #n4e were it in his own. Two DeteRs they ſeem 
eo labour under}, the firſt is , Thar their chief Ma-

Ave, when the great Scate and Empire of Auſtria, 
the ſupport of this place , breaks and fails. For 
great Empires , ſaith my Lord Bacon , while they 
ſtand , do enervate and deſtroy the Forces of the Na+ 
tives which they have ſubdued, and awe their Neiſgh- 
bours ; who , when they decay , recover their Liber» 
ty, and revenge their former Slavery : So was it in 
the decay of the Roman Empire, and likewiſe 1 the 
Empire of Almaign, after Charles che Great, eve- 
ry Bird taking a Feath:ry ; and were not unlike to be* 
fall Spain , if 18 ſhould break, Yet as things ſtand 
at this time, there be bur ewo thinss thar this Re= - 
publique ſhould take care of, 1.

made bold to beſtow it themſelves, ſometimes on 
the King of Naples, ſomerimes on the Dukes of 
eAnjor , untill the ſubtile Floyentines bought their 
own Liberty of the Emperour Rodolphas Habipur- 
gerſis , andafter purchaſed the Town and Tertito- 
ry Of Cortona, Of Ladiſlayz, King of Naples; that 
of Arezzo , of Duke Lewis of Azjou ; and ſetling 
their Duke , have got within theit Terricories, 1. 
Florence, which hath the Appennne on the North, 
and the Eftates of Pzſa, and S;exna, on the South, 
2. The ſmall, but rich Seigniory of Maſta , litu- 
ate on the Borders of Genoa. 3. Piſa, lying to- 
wards the Sea, betwixt the Genoeſe , on the #eFF , 
and the Territory of Senna , on the Eaft , able of 
it ſelf once to wage War, both with the Yenetiang, 
and the Geneeſe , from it's notable publick Arſenal 
for Shipping. 4: Sienna, (ituate between the Pa- 
trimony of the Church, and the Eftate. of Piſa ; 
the People whereof have been as very Gmelfes , 
that is , Men devored to the Emperours Intereſt ; 
as they of Florence have+been Gzbellines, that is , 
People devoted to the Popes : Upon which ac- 
count , rhe Duke of T#ſceny is looked upon, as 
equally capable of aſſiſting Auſtria , or Frahce , a- 
gainſt the Pope ,* as the Pope againtt eicher of 
theſe, To ſay truth , ſaith my Auchor , ir ſtood

This Duke 1s at this day the richeft Prince , and 
this Sta:ethe wileſt Common-weaich in Exrope , 
able as well co buy the Popes friendſhip, and look - 
into the 1ntrigues of Frazce, which is cheir moſt 
profitable Friend, and moſt dangerous Enemy. 
The firſt in reſpe& of Spain -, whoſe ambitious 
Counſels, touching the ſeizure of /taly, it di- 
fturbs.
